Since 1900, nine years have been 
added to the life of the average Wash- 
ingtonian.

The average Washingtonian 
lives to the ripe old age of forty-one 
years, one month, and sixteen days;

If the average Washingtonian per- 
sists in gaining nine years in every 
twelve, the Society and Oldest In- 
habitants will be the most important 
body in the district by the year 2000.

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may. homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
a. 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, -on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brothor or sister. 

In certain districts a homestcader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in cach of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
tequired to earn homestcad patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

In very many of our societies fif. 
teen or twenty years ago, it was 
quite impossible to introduce any- 
thing in regard to the trattie in 
women and girls. The merest men- 
tion of many of the topics which are 
now freely discussed, wouldvbe coldly 
met, and oftentimes completely 
frowned down. 

Charlton Edholm, the World’s 
Womans’ Christian ‘Temperance 
Union Press Superintendent, at that 
time, twenty-one years ago. wrote a 
Look, entitled, ‘Traffic in Girls, and 
Florence Crittenton Missions,’ and 
those to whom we lunt our copy of 
this book of startling statements, 
almost invariably returned it) with 
this exclamation, “1 do not believe 
it is true!”? or this, ‘‘l only read a 
very little of it; IT could not, it is 
too horrible to read or to believe!” 
Mrs.  Edholm’s book contains 
findings of the famous Secret Com- 
mission, This commission was com- 
posed of the members of the staff of 
the ‘Pall Mall Gazette,”’ who, a 
Hew years previously had shocked the 
Christian world of London, by show- 
ing beyond the possibility of a 
doubt that an “underworld” of vast 
proportion existed in the world’s 
metropolis. Since that time, the 
horror has deepened by the discov- 
ery through various agencies that 
this diabolical business of destroying 
the bodies and souls of virls exists 
in every country, and in all of our

large cities, and even in rural com- 
munities, 

Our organization has been deeply 
interested in the subject of social 


purity for many years, and has work- 
ed along both indireet and direct 
lines for the abolition of this worst 
Possible form of all slavery. The gen- 
eral work of the Wontan’s Christian 
Temperance Union for the annihila- 
tion of the dram shop may be said 
to be indirect work for the destruc- 


tiory of the traffic in girls. But look- 
ing at the question more carefully, 


it is not such indirect ork as i 
may appear at first sight, for it is 
a fact cognizant to all that the, bar 
and the brothel are twin montrosi- 
tics. Our society, however, has done 
much direct work for the uplift of 
fallen humanity, and along preven- 
tive and educational lines is prayer- 
fully striving to keep the young from 
falling. 

We all should. be seriously thinking, 
and prayerfully planning td secure 
the teaching of sex hygiene in our 
schools. Knowledge is power. Ignor- 
ance js not innocence. If the next 
greneration is to be an improvement 
on the present, the boys and girls 
of the twentieth century must know 
themselves as well as to acquire, a 
Vast amount of inforination on vari- 


ous and varied topics, useful and 
otherwise. 

A genuine revival of the White 
Cross Society for men and boys, 
and the White Shield Society for 


women and girls, would accomplish 
untold good. 

Our Mothers’ Meetings, not of the 
charitable order, but cducatidnal 
gatherings along the lines of this 
Department, ought to be multiplied 
many times throughout Canada. 

Suitable leaflets may be obtained 
for both sexes, and all ages. The 
leaflet, “Girls, Beware!’’ by our own 
Mrs. Waycott, should be in the hands 
of the girls all over Canada, Appli- 
cation made be made for the num- 
ber of copies required by any union. 

It is greatly to be desired that 
each local union devote at least one 
meoting a year to this department.

of Ancient Babylon 


The Very Spot Where the Beautiful 
Daughters of Babylon Were Put Up 
On the Auction Block Uncovered 
By the German Expedition Which 
Is Digging Up the Greatest City 
of the Past. 

| 


The site of ancient Babylon’s mar- 
riage market, the peculiar auction 
at which the old Assyrians put up 
their daughters for the highest’ bid- 
der, has just been-uncovered by the 
German Oriental Society, which is 
digging ths ruins of the city out of 
its enshrouding sands. The market is 
one of the traditions of the splendid 
and sinful metropolis which has stuck 
in the memory of mankind for ages. 
Hercodotus, that interesting and gad. 
ding old Greek, who has been called 
the ‘‘Father of History,’’ speaks of 
it, and the phrase is hard worked in 
the newspaper's and fictionist vocab- 
ularies of the present day. 

The Oriental Society, cutting down 
forty feet to the pavement of 
ancient Babylon, ran a shaft along 
the Royal Quarters, where — the 
Palaces of Nebuchadnezzar and Bel- 
shazzar_ stood. In doing 
stumbled across the 
marriage market. They found still 
intact the carved rostrum on which 
the auctioneer stood and knocked 
down the beauties of Babylon. The 
market itself occupied g rectangle of 
150 by 108 feet. It was open to the 
air on all four sides, but most prob- 
ably shielded from the sun by rich 
silken awn'ngs devised to shelter the 
women and to bring out their charms. 
The block upon which the daughters 
of Babylon stood while being bid for 
was in the centre of the spectators, 
and is richly carved with Kerubs, 
who worship and protect the Baby- 
lonian Tree of Life. Inscriptions dis- 
covered leave no doubt that this was 
the actual marriage market of 
Babylon. . 

While the marriage market has ‘been 
called a wicked custom, and has 
served for countless sermons as a 
warning, it had some very excellent 
Points. The daughters were not sold 
into slavery, but into honorable wife- 
hood. Of course, they had no choice, 
and the element of bidding is prob- 
ably repugnant to many women o 
to-day, but the customs of the 
times were different, and it is ex- 
tremely likely that the Babylonian 
gitls looked forward with much de- 
light to the day when they would be 
auctioned off to someone who cared 
enough for them to pay large sums 
for them. 

Besides that, the sale of the 
beautiful daughters enabled the ugly 
ones to get married, and this in a 
very odd way. The money that was 
paid to the beauties was given as 
dowries for the ugly ,ones. 

Hereadotus says once a year the 
maidens of age to marry In Babylon 
were collected at the marriage mar- 
ket ‘while the men stood around 
them in a circle.” Then a herald 
called up the damsels one by one 
and offered them for sale. 


“He began,’’ continues Herodotus, 
“with the most beautiful. When she 
was sold for no small sum of money 
he offered for sale the one who came 
next to her in beauty. All of them 
were to be-+so!d as wives. The rich- 
est of the Babylonians who wished to 
wed bid against each other for the 
loveliest maidens, while the humbler 
wife seekers, who were indifferent 
about heauty, took the more home- 
ly damsels with marriage portions. 

“For the custom was that when 
the herald had gone through the 
whole number of the beautiful dam- 
sels, he should then call up the 
ugliest—a cripple if there chanced to 
be one—and offer her to the men, 
asking who would agree to take her 
with the smallest marriage portion. 
And the man who offered to take 
the smallest sum had her assigned to 
him. The marriage portions wero 
furnished by the money paid for the 
beautiful damsels, and thus the fair- 
er maidens portioned out the uglier. 
No one was allowed to give his 
daughter to the man of kis choice, 
nor might any one carry away the 
damsel he had purchased without 
findins bail really and truly to make 
her his wife. If, however, it was 
found that they did not agree the 
money might be paid back. All who 
liked might come, even from distant 
Villages, and bid for the women.” 

Hereodotus also says that this was 
a general custom throughout ancient 
Babylonia. The Babylonians had an- 
other unique philanthropic habit. 
fea oman were taken ill in the 
street, every passerby had to stop 
and ask him what was the matter 
with him. Being told, it was incum- 
bent upon the passerby, if he had 
ever had this same ailment, or if he 
had known any one who had the ail- 
ment, to tell the sufferer what had 
cured him or what had cured an- 
other. 

The tradition does not tell us what 
was the result of this wholesale 
prescription, but if a sufferer could 
prove that a man or woman had 
passed him without giving him the 
benefit of their knowledge, he could 
collect heavy: damages.

ROOM FOR EXPANSION 


The Lesson for Canada In American 
Export Manufactures 


The exports of manufactured goods 
from the United States are assuming 
tremendous proportions. The follow- 
ing table shows the growth in some 
of the principal items in ten years: 


A well-known-Jace manufacturer of 
Nottingham, England, in the person 
of Mr. A. Metheringham, who resides 
at Chilwell, near Nottingham, has left 
for Roob, Hungary, where he is trans- 
ferring the whole of his machinery 
in order to get inside the tariff walls. 
In the course of an interview just prior 
to his departure Mr. Metheringham 
declared in a most emphatic manner: 
“TJ have been driven abroad by Free 
Trade. Under present conditions in 
this country I haven't much faith in its 
future. We find ever-increasing dif- 
ficulties in getting our goods into a 
foreign country, owing to the pho- 
hibitive tariffs, whilst the competition 
from abroad in the home and neutral 
markets becomes keener every year.” 

Mr. Metheringham's factory is a 
huge three-story building capable of 
housing 24 of the latest type of lace 
machines, 250 inches in breadth, ac. 
commodating a staff of 400 hands in 
making lace, bleaching, dressing, and 
finishing the article from beginning tc 
end. The site, however, which the Hun- 
garian Government have given is cap. 
able of accommodating six mills equally 
as big. In addition to making a sub 
stantial cash grant towards the expen 
ses of removing the machinery from Not- 
tingham, they have freed the new mills 
from local taxation for ten years and 
Imperial taxation for fifteen years. No:

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| FACTORY GROWTH 


Tho Census Figuree for Canada Show 
Increase In Ten Yeara 

Tho census returns of the manufac. 
tures or factories of Canada are now 
being made publio by tho Statistics 
branch at Ottawa. The figures indi- 
cate a growth that far exceeds the 
most extravagant estimates during 
the recent trade discussions. In ten 
years the number of factories in- 
oreased nearly 82 per cent.; capital 
Invested, almost 180 per cent.; number 
of employes, 60 per cent.; salaries 
and wages, 110 per cent, and products 
£40 per cent,
